Thousands of people are 
watching the rescuers from the hill­ 
sides.

the district attorney of Potter Coun­ 
ty, who with John Birkiudino,

water commissioner, is in estimating 
in an alien ot to fit the criminal re­ 
sponsibility. T. Cholkley, the designer 
of the dam ueclares that if its o.. vers 
had accepted his recommendations in 
regard to its construction, the catas­ 
trophe would li&ve been prevented. 
W . Everette van Mott, manager of 
the Emporium Lumber Company and 
part owner of the dam, admits that 
the company knew the dam was weak 
years ago.

SCHLEY DROPPED 


DEAD III HEW YORK 


N E W YO RK, Oct. 2.— Rear Admiral 
Winfield Scott Schley, U. S. N., drop­ 
ped dead at Forty-fourth street today. 
Admiral Schley would have been 72 
years old In another week. He was a 
native of Frederick City, Md., 
and 
was appointed to the Naval Academy 
in 1856, graduating in 1860. His pro­ 
motion was rapid and by 1874 he was 
a commodore. 
He wras appointed a 
rear admiral in 1899. 
During the war with Spain, Schley 
commanded the "flying squadron,” and 
was in immediate command 
of

American vessels in the 
attack 
on 
Santiago de Cuba, which resulted in 
the destruction of Admiral C’ervera’s 
fleet.
